The period from the end of Reconstruction to 
World War I transformed the nation. This 
complex period was marked by the settling of 
the trans-Mississippi West, the expansion and 
concentration of basic industries, the 
establishment of national transportation 
networks and new maritime routes, a human 
tidal wave of immigration from southern and 
eastern Europe, growth in the number and size 
of cities, accumulation of great fortunes by a 
small number of entrepreneurs, the rise of 
organized labor, growth of the women’s 
suffrage movement, and increased American 
involvement in foreign affairs (for example, 
through the completion of the Panama Canal). 
The Gold Rush in California, the building of 
the transcontinental railroad, and 
agricultural labor in Hawaii spurred Chinese, 
Korean, Japanese, Filipino, Hindu, and Sikh 
immigration to the United States.
